4,000 ACRES TREATED 


what had 


Saskatchewan Has One of the Larg- 
est Farms in Western Canada. How 
Tractors Brought the Lanc Under 
Cultivation. 

One cf the largest farms in Western 
Canada is that known as the Weitzen 
Farm, situated about ninety miles 
southwest of Saskatoon, and twenty 
miles south of Rosetown, which 
on the Goose Lake branch of the Can- 
adian Northern Railway. The farm 


comprises sixteen sections, or 10,240! 


acres, of beautiful undulating prairie 
land with almost unbroken surface, 
free from stone, brush or other ob- 
structions, with a rich chocolate col- 
ored soil several feet in depth, on 
clay subsoil. 

The land was originally purchased 
from the Canadian Northern Railway 
about four years ago by O. O. Win- 


ter, who was for some years super 
intende.t of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, with offices at Winnipeg, 


Fort William and Brandon, and later 
general superintendent of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific. Mr. Winter, with 
friends residing in Minneapolis, or- 
ganized the Weitzen Land and Agri- 
cultural Company, for the purpose of 
putting the lard uncer cultivation 
under his direct management. 


This big farm was first developed | cloth home to have himself a suit} 


in 1910, and in order to carry out the 
work with the greatest possible des- 
patch, three big gasoline 
were employed, with an equipment of 
gang plows, packers, discs, steel 
tanks for hauling gasoline and other 
necessary utensils. 

The three engines, each drawing six 
fourteen-inch breaking plows and a 
packer, were kept in constant serv- 
ice day and night, with the result 
that by the first of September the 
virgin prairie, which had for ages 
been the roaming ground of the buf- 
falo, showed un expanse of 4,500 
acres broken up by the plow shares, 

The plows were then replaced by 
six 
such @ manner as to give the upturn- 
ed sod a double stroke, thus pulveriz- 
ing it well and putting the sod in fine 
condition for seeding. The 
4,500 acres were treated in this man- 
Ler before the close of the season. 

Since that time the progress of the 
work has been steacy during 
succeeding year, and the Weitzen 
arm is now one of the show firms of 


Saskatchewan for mechanical equip- 
ment.

FARM woopLots 


Rapid Increase in Value Through 
Timber Scarcity 

With the Increasing tnaccess{bility 

of the forests and the consequent 

high price of wood, the small wooded 

areas common on the farms of east- 


ern Canada are also increasing in 
economic value, They frequently 
occupy soils unfitted for agr¥oulture 


and with a little care can be made to 
furnish the farmer with a continuous 
revenue in fuel, fence-posts, rails, 
poles and structural timber. 

Unfortunately these wood-lots are 
frequently allowed to deteriorate 
through carelessness or lack of know- 
ledge on the part of the farmer. He 
takes great care to farm his agricul- 
tural lands to the best advantage, but 
often fails to realize that by farming 
his wood-lot with the same care, he 
could get the same increase in produc- 
tiveness. Cattle and weeds are not 
permitted in a wheat-field, yet in the 
woodlot the cattle range at will, and 
instead of removing the weed-trees the 
farmer allows these to increase in 
humber, removing only the trees best 
suited to his purpose. 

To save the farmer fre. himself, 
the Dominion Government has ap- 
pointed a technical forester with head- 
quarters at the Forestry Branch, Ot- 
tawa, whose principal duty is to ans- 
wer all inquiries, and give free advice 
on these matters. If necessary, ar- 
rangements can be made for a person- 
al inspection of woodland properties 
by this expert, No cogditions are 
imposed on the owner of the wood- 
land, it being assumed that he who ts 
anxious for advice will accept it when 
given, The expert looks over the 
stand, determines what species 
trees are best suited to the soil and to 
the local market, shows how to im- 
its ra the character of the crop and

able sizes to be grown.

Pearl oysters are found at a depth 
of from 5 to 80 fathoms, Women who 
are employed in Japan for the work 
dive to the bottom without any speo- 
jal apparatus and retain thelr breath 
when under water.

The divers range in age from 18 to 
40 years. It has been found, how 
ever, that those from 25 to 35 make 
the best workers because of their phy- 
sical strength and experience. Some 
of these women will bring to the sur- 
face a score, or even 60 oysters In a 
minute from a depth of 13 fathoms, 
Partly to realize what this means you

Dont’s for Lightning Storms 
Every year quite a largo number cf 
people are killed by Iightnin: because 
they did not know what to do ina 
thunderstorm. 

First of all, tt is safer to be Indoors 
than out. Most people get killed 
when out In the open. If you are 
caught in a thunderstorm, then don't 
bo afrald of sheltering under a tree 
just because you have heard that it 
is dangerous. 

It is dangerous to sheltes under a 
solitary tree, because lightning likes 
to strike the highest point and a soll- 
tary tree is the highest point as a 
rule for some distance around. But 
you are pretty safe if you take shelter 
ina wood. A tree in a wood Is sel-| 
dom struck. 

Certain trees are more dangerous 
than others. If you have a choice 
between an oak and a beech tree, then 
take the beech tree all the time. A 
far greater number of oak trees are| 
struck than beech trees.

N the strawherry a very attractive 
subject for development ts pre 
sented. It is a plant which is 
readily propagated by seeds, 

which ts, of course, the only means of 
gecoring vew forms. 
be selected from plants showing the 
Gesired tendencies, or they may be pro 
@uced by crossing two plants possess. 
tog characteristics which it would be 
@esirable to combine in one plant. But 
furtupately for the breeder the straw- 
berry Is provided wilh a menns of self 
preservation tbrongb the agency of 
runners (stolons), Which enables the 
propagator to perpetuate any plant be 
macy develop without fear of loss or 
ehange of characters, 

When the main crop ts the plants the 
@lm ts to get these as large and strong 
as possible, aod to this end the ground 
fe made rich and put ip good tilth by 
frequent cultivation early in the senson, 

Yhe home production of runners for 
one’s own planting ts quite another 
matter. Tbe frult crop ts the chief ob- 
fect, nnd the production of runners 
privr to barvesting the froit ts discour- 
@ged. ‘Tbe difficulty with this method 
f» tw secure strong, well developed 
Biants for August and September plant- 
fmg. When the main planting ts done 
fm the spring the earliness of the 
pnts is uf less importance. In favora- 
Bie seusons, bowever, strong plants for

of purchasing or of growing one’s own 

pists must be decided by the planter. 

Vieid practices in the cultivation of 
sirawberries vary in different sections 
eo! the country to conform to climatic 
end soll conditions, ‘The factor most 
ti tluenced by conditions of soll and clil- 
mile is the time of setting. In some 
Sections the rainfall will permit of el- 
ther spring or antomn plantiog, while 
t) others plants can only be successful- 
ty set during the fall. 

Selection of Soil, 

The soll considered best suited to the 
evluivation of the strawberry in the 
northeastern part of the United States 
4s what is known as a sandy or gravel- 
Jy loam, A warm, qnick soll, although 
baturally poor, is to be preferred to & 
heavy, retentive soil well supplied with 
Plunt food, Whe lacking plant food can 
eisily be supplied by the addition of 
fertilizers, while the physical charac- 
terisUes of the soll can only be modi- 
fed witb great difficulty by cultivation, 
@rainage aud the addition of organie 
matter, Congenial soil and exposure 
are therefore important considerations, 
The plauts not only thrive better on 
Nght solls, but the crop is more abun- 
Mant, and the berries are larger and 
éweeter, The perlod of maturity can 
also be woditied within reasonable lim- 
fis by selecting soils which force or re- 
tard ripening, by securing southern of 
easteru exposures, which give the plants 
the advantage of the first warm days 
ef spring, or by placing them on north- 
ert) aud western slopes, where by the 
use of heavy mu'cbes the tiie of rip- 
ening may be delayed as much as ten 
days, and by the use of late ripening 
sorts can be extended even longer.

Tlants with small crowns—t ee, a 
moderate growth of leaves—nand with 
an abundant development of sbrous 
roots are the most desirable. If the 
leaf area seems to be too great for the 
root system of the plant the removal 
of two or three of the older leaves will 
prove an advantage 

Horticultural varieties of strawber- 
Ties occur with Imperfect (or pistillatey 
flowers ns well as with perfect flow- 
ers (those containing both stamens and 
Pistils), It is important that the plant- 
er give careful attention to this point 
in making his plantation, as a patch 
made up of pistillate sorts alone will 
be unproductive, while many such 
sorts when properly interspersed witb 
perfect flowered varieties bave proved 
to be onr largest fruited sorts and most 
projific bearers. There is no way of 
Astinguishing the perfect from the 
imperfect plants when not In bloom. 

When to Set the Plants. 

There fre several considerations 
Which govern the tine and manner of 
setting strnwhberry plants, The time 
to plant depends in humid regions more 
upon the rainfall than upon any other 
factor, If there are not timely rains 
at the planting season to give the 
Plants an opportunity to establish 


| themselves the stand will be uneren, 


with the result that more work will be 
required to keep the land free from 


' Weeds and more trouble will be neces- 


sary to get the blank spaces occupied 
by runpers from the plants that sur- 
vive, The plants that withstand the 
drougbt are checked and dwarfed, 
They seldom recover so as to make 
either satisfactory croppers or plant 
producers, It is most satisfactory and 
most economical, therefore, to choose 
that season which offers most advan- 
tages at planting time, other things be- 
ing equal, In general there are only 
two seasons for planting—spring and 
fall—but io some lovalities spring plant- 
ing shonid be done in April or May by 
the use of the preceding seuson’s 
plants, while in others It may be done 
fin June from the crop of runners of 
the same senson, 

In irrigated regions planting can be 
done at whatever season the work will 
give best results In future crop pro- 
duction. In bumid regions rainfall ts 
a determining factor. Ip the nortbern 
half of the prairie region west of the 
Mississippi spring planting gives best 
results. In the middle Atlantic stutes 
the work is divided between spring 
and Angust planting, with the batance 
in favor of the Intter tn some locali- 
ties. In New Enginnd the work ts 
chiefly confined to the spring months, 
although there are enthusiastic advo- 
cates of fall planting. In const states 
south of New York Angust aud Sep- 
tember planting is most extensively 
practiced, particularly upon the more 
retentive soils, In the trucking region 
on the islands abont Charleston, 8. C., 
spring planting is extensively prac: 
Uced, as it results ip a paying crop the 
following year, while only a small crop 
can be barvested from fall set plants. 
On these quick solls the plant can be 
grown as an annual, and = farther 
south, 1n Georgia and Wlorida, the fall 
ket plants will return a profitable crop 
the folluwing spring. On the beavier 
solls of South Carolina, bowever, fall 
planting, with the pasing crop one 
year from the following spring, 1s the 
most profitable method, The particu: 
lar time during the summer or fall 
when the planting should be done will 
be governed by the occurrence of the 
sensonnal rains-if in July and August, 
plant then; if In September and Octo- 
ber, plant at that time, If the eariier 
date enn be taken advantage of, 80 
mueb the better, ‘be plants will bave 
a longer period In which to grow. 

How to Set the Plants, 

Success in transplanting strawherry 
plants depends, first, upon the quality 
of the plant and, second, upon the tine 
and manner of doing the work, tf the 
plants are good the stand, other col 
ditions bejug tnrorable, depends poo
